ASPARAGUS 

One  ounce  for  60  feet  of  drill. 

Culture.  A convenient  bed  is  about  6 feet  wide,  with  a path  2 feet  wide  on  each  side 
This  will  require  six  rows  1 foot  apart,  and  a bed  of  that  width  50  feet  long  will  be  ample  for 
an  ordinarly  family,  requiring  about  one  pound  of  seed.  It  will  require  about  three  years 
from  the  time  of  sowing  until  the  bed  is  in  full  bearing,  but  once  established,  it  is  good  for 
twenty  years.  It  should  be  sown  in  drills  1 foot  apart,  and  when  the  plants  are  4 or  5 inches 
high  they  should  be  thinned  out  so  that  the  plants  will  be  9 inches  apart  from  each  other  in 
all  the  rows.  Great  care  must  be  taken  for  the  first  year  to  keep  down  all  weeds  as  soon  as 
they  appear,  else  they  will  choke  up  and  destroy  the  young  seedling  Asparagus.  The  deeper 
the  soil  and  the  more  manure  used,  the  greater  will  be  the  crop.

One  quart  to  100  feet  in  drills,  or  150  hills;  2 bushels  to  the  acre  in  drills. 

Culture.  A succession  of  sowings  can  be  made  from  the  first  week  in  May  until  Septem- 
ber. These  dates  are  for  the  latitude  of  New  York:  farther  south  the  sowing  must  be  done 
earlier,  farther  north,  later.  Plant  in  drills  about  2 inches  deep,  and  from  18  inches  to  2 feet 
apart,  according  to  the  richness  of  the  soil;  the  poorer  the  soil  the  closer  they  can  be’planted.
